WILMINGTON AND THE TELEPHONE COMPANY 


The Baldwin Civic Association sent its representatives in 
to the Boston office of the New England Tel. & Tel., Co. last 
Thursday, to inquire inta the proposed plan of the telephone 
company for Wilmington. This was done, not in a spirit of 
malice, but of inquiry concerning the best interests of the 
town. 

The New England Tel. & Tel. explained that it has found 
the Boston service area is too large. When the area was de- 
veloped, many years ago, it was very large, compared to other 
parts of the country. Since then it has become unwieldy, and 
the mechanics of keeping track of various calls made, has 
become very costly, These costs, of course, have to be passed 
on to-the subseriber. 

If the company were able to reduce this area, they would, 

but at the present time they are unable to see their way clear. 
However, they do not intend to enlarge it. It they give 
y in any one place, they, will have to then give way in other 
ces, and the costs’ would pyramid. 
The alternative. as the company sees it, "is to develop 
around each city and town a service of contigious areas. Thus 
they can give the most service, as desired by the subscriber, 
without increasing’ costs too greatly 

“The plam, which was presented to Wilmington was not 

unique. The company has presented the same plan to other 
‘areas, and would like to do the same for some of the present 
Greater Boston districts. . 

The company charts, for each town, the percentage of toll 
calls to other towns nearby. This is a continuous process, which 
is charted, for the use of their engineers. As the percentages 

. change, and if any adjoining town shows a trend of increased 
calls, this then becomes an area of “continuous” service 

Such a trend has been shown in the calls to Lowell, Wo- 
burn and Reading, from this town. It is for this reason that 
this service was offered. It was not that Wilmington ‘is being 
put into the Lowell exchange, for it isn’t. It is rather that Wil- 
mington is being offered a greater service, to three “conti- 
guous” towns, namely Lowell, Woburn and Reading. Of course 
there is a greater charge, but, the company explained, the 
average subscriber, will soon be calling these towns even more 
than before: 

The company has promised to write an open letter to the 
people of Wilmington, through the columns of this paper, in 
which they will endeavor to take up some of the points which 
were discussed by the Baldwin Association. 

Your editor went in to, the company with the possible 
thought that somebody was trying to do wrong by our Nell.
